The Nebraska state banking 
board was permanently enjoined 
from enforcing the bank guaran- 
ty law passed by the last legisla- 
ture of that state by a decree en- 
tered in the Federal court last 
week by Judge T. G. Munger, 
Circuit Judge Vandeventer con- 
curring. 

The syllabus held that the en- 
forced guaranty is a violation of fe 
Section 1 of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution, which says that proper- 
ty shall not be taken without due 
process of law, and that the con- 
finement of banking to corporate 
bodies, a void provision, was an 
inducement to the passage of the 
act and that the entire act is 
therefore invalid.
